Safety 

Is the first consideration in all things. From an examination 
of our machine (see cut on inside of back cover), you will note that 
the gasoline passes from the tank into the generator through a 
hollow wire. The tank can be removed as far from the generator 
as may be desired, and may be placed in the attic, the basement or 
an adjoining room. 

There has not been a single accident from explosion or other- 
wise with our machine, though thousands of them are in use, and 
it is a physical impossibility for an explosion or other catastrophe to 
happen except as the result of willful intention and purpose. 

A Dollar Saved is a Dollar Made 

And nothing runs so fast into profits as cutting down expenses. 
The saving by use of our machine will depend on the cost of gaso- 
line and the price of gas or electricity in each particular community. 
If you are using gas or electricity, it will save from 35 to 75 per 
cent always, as we burn 95 parts ot air to 5 parts of gasoline. You 
can figure for yourself what the saving will be in your case by the 
following : 

One gallon of gasoline will burn one 500 caudle power light 
thirty two hours or four such lights eight hours. Knowing the 
price of gasoline in your community, you can easily compare the 
cost with your present light bill. We refer your attention to the 
letters from our patrons on this subject.

Has been found in the steady, soft, brilliant light of the Wood 
Gasoline Gas Machine. It is pleasing and restful to the eyes and by 
it you can distinguish the different colors of fabrics as readily as by 



daylight. No store or room lighted by our system can fail to 
attract attention and one light in front of your store is worth more 
as an advertisement than the cost of an entire plant. 

Our light is especially suited to Stores, Halls, Churches, Lodge 
Rooms, Hotels, Banks, Warehouses, Bowling Alleys and Billiard 
Rooms. 

The Simplicity of Construction 

And operation of our machine is apparent from an examination of 
the skeleton cut of our generator on the opposite page. There is 
nothing to get out of order and a child cau understand it. 

One of the greatest advantages it has over other gas machines, 
is this very simplicity and the ease w r ith which it cau be cleaned. 

Following this cut you will note that the gasoline passes 
through wire which leads from the tank and is let into pipe G by 
opening valve E, then passes through H to reservoir J. You will 
also note that in reservoir J, there is a large opening free from 
packing. It is in this reservoir that gasoline is generated into gas 
and passes out through opening at S and out af T after opening 
valve U, where it mixes with the air and goes into pipe leading to 
the lights. 

It is a fact that all gasoline gas machines will need cleaning 
sooner or later and the mechanism is so complicated in most 
machines that when they do need cleaning, they have to be sent 
in to the factory, causing the purchaser not only to be without light 
for several days, but in addition to stand the expense of freight or 
express. 

In our plant you can see from cut there is only one possible 
place to clog, that is the opening running from S to W. This hole 
is }£ of an inch in diameter and can be cleaned in two minutes by 
running through opening, beginning at W, going through to S, the 
steel drill which is used as a pin to hold the door on hinges. 

We have machines which hrive been in use for three years and 
have not found it necessary to clean them, but on account of 
inferior gasoline, it is sometimes found advisable to clean them 
ofteuer as it is no trouble and can be done in a few minutes. We 
recommend that it be cleaned every six or eight months so as always 
to insure a brilliant light. 



To Clean Machine 



1. See that some pressure is in tank, then shut off valve E. 

2. Screw out plug W and valve stem U; before screwing out stem U, screw 
down packing box V so as to leave it on stem U. 

3. Take drill which you will find used as a pin to hold door on hinges and 
run through opening, starting at point W to point S, at the same time turning 
this drill so as to loosen what dirt or sediment may have accumulated in this 
opening. 

4. Open up valve E letting the gasoline run through machine catching it 
in a cup at openings W and V. Let this run through until the gasoline becomes 
clear. Then place fingers over openings at W and V, thus forcing the gasoline 
through point T. 

5. Scrape off all dirt or sediment that may be formed on stem U. Screw 
back plug W and stem l\ 

6. You will note that stem U has a triple thread. In replacing be sure to 
strike the right thread so lever will stand in right position, then tighten up 
packing box V so that it will not leak. 

7. The tank should be emptied and thoroughly rinsed out with gasoline 
every five or six months so as to remove all dirt or sediment that accumulates 
through the use of inferior gasoline. 

8. We recommend that all gasoline be strained through a woolen cloth so 
as to prevent any dirt or coal oil that may be in gasoline going into tank.
